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INTRODUCTION 


This list, arranged by subjects, gives the titles of the publications 
available from the Department of Agriculture at Ottawa. The bulk of 
the material has been produced primarily for the use of farmers and 
others concerned with agriculture and related fields. It is not intended 
for use as classroom texts in schools and colleges and cannot be sup- 
plied for such purposes. 


Only those publications that were actually in print at the time 
this list was published are listed. New publications may have ap- 
peared in the meantime or the stocks of others may have become ex- 
hausted. If you do not find listed a publication that appears to 
provide the answer to your problem it is probable that information 
can be supplied in some other form if a letter outlining the difficulty 
is addressed to the Department. 


For the most part, the publications of the department are sent 
free on request. Because of the necessity for making the widest 
possible distribution of the supplies available, a limit has been set of 
not more than ten publications to an individual. In the case of extension 
workers, teachers and institutions, special arrangements can be made 
to exceed this limit and each request will be dealt with on its merits. 


Types of Publications Available 


Bulletins and circulars that give practical information on some 
specific phase of agriculture comprise the great majority of the 
publications available. These deal in general with such matters as 
cultural practices, varieties of crop plants, production of livestock 
and poultry, control of insects and plant diseases, preparation of farm 
products for the table, and many other matters. In some cases 
bulletins present in more scientific terminology the results of experi- 
ment and research with problems relating to agriculture. Such 
bulletins are generally printed in small editions and are intended 
mainly for the use of other scientists working in the same field, for 
educational institutions and libraries. 


Another type of publication is the progress report. These give 
an account of the experimental and research work carried on in the 
various units of the department. They are issued at irregular in- 
tervals and where they are shown in this List of Publications the 
latest available report is always listed. 
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Still another class of publications is represented by the various 
Acts and Regulations that are administered by the department. 


Throughout the years, different series of publications have been 
introduced and have in turn been replaced by others. Most of the 
bulletins listed herein carry a publication number which facilitates 
ordering. A few items belonging to former series are still shown, 
for example, Bul. 99, Pam. 144, or W.P.S. 42. These numbers will 
serve equally well to identify the items wanted. Some miscellaneous 
publications which do not properly fall into any of the above classi- 
fications also appear in the list. 


How to Order Publications 


When ordering publications from this list, use the publication 
number wherever it is given. Where no number appears use the full 
title as listed. 


Do not enclose postage to cover mailing charges. This is un- 
necessary and involves extra time and trouble in returning it to the 
sender. 


Do not ask for more publications than you are entitled to. 


Orders for those publications that are for sale at a stated price 
should be sent directly to the King’s Printer, Ottawa, accompanied 
by the necessary remittance.

Such 
bulletins are generally printed in small editions and are intended mainly for 
the use of other scientists working in the same field, for educational institutions 
and libraries. 


Another type of publication is the progress report. These give an 
account of the experimental and research work carried on in the various 
units of the department. They are issued at irregular intervals and where 
they are shown in this List of Publications the latest available report is 
always listed.

Still another class of publications is represented by the various Acts 
and Regulations that are administered by the department. 


Throughout the years, different series of publications have been intro- 
duced and have in turn been replaced by others. Most of the bulletins 
listed herein carry a publication number which facilitates ordering.
